"A* further proof of its |>crma- 
nency it is to be noted that the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company is 
rapidly enlarging its facilities for 
handling oil throughout the State, 
and that it* improvements are ol a 
permanent character It i* laying 
numerous pipe lines in the Itartles 

ville Mean Pool and Osagt districts 

and in the Kansas fields. The Okla- 
homa Pipe Line Company i» com- 
pleting its great gull line and to day 

c inenced work on a six inch line 

from Muskogee to Council Hill to 
connect the Muskogee field with the 
mam gull line. 

"The Pipe Line Company has 
been tal ing oil from the Moiris field 
since March 1st. and today it com- 
mences to take Irom the Hamilton 
Switch Pool, through the new line. 
Heretofore this oil has been handled 

by tank Storage and carried off in 
tank cars. The building of pipe 
lines, therefore, is the best indica- 
tion of these companies' faith in the 
future of Oklahoma oil and the per- 

1 manency ot these fields. 

'The result of these movements is 
a much better lecling among oil pro 
dueers Conditions the past three 1 
years have been rather gloomy lor 
them, but a survey of the field 
must make all admit that the situa- 
tion hns been such that the purchas- 
ing companies could not have done 
much letter. There has lieen a 
poor world market, the production 
has been hugely in excess of the de 
mand and the bad weather and high 
cost of transportation that has 
heretofore obtained in the Okla- 
homa fields have p.cted as a damper 
on the business. Happily these days 
are over and prospects in the Okla- 
homa oil fields were never so good. 

"The outlook, therefore, is that all 
lines of basinets will feel the stimu- 
lus of the renewed activity and 
higher prices in oil, and there will 
be an incentive tor investment 
wherever the influences oil industry 
are apparent, which means over all 
Eastern Oklahoma. The situation, 
in fact, is one that should make all 
Eastern Oklahoma feel very much 
cheered up."
